Nova Scotia MP Offers Seat 
For Stanfield in Commons 


FOR NEW TORY. CHIEF 


Maritimes 
Rolling Out 
Red Carpet 


By Times Ottawa Bureau 


TORONTO — Robert Stanfield goes home to 
Halifax,.today and the roaring wélcome given a 
conquering hero. 


The red carpet is being rolled out for the man 
from the Maritimes who captured the Conservative 
Party erown. 

He came out, of relative political obscurity as ,the 5t- 
year-old premier of an Atlantic province’ to lead the field 
in all five ballots Saturday at Maple Leaf Gardens. 

Alter seven hot, action-packed, spine-tingling hours of 
the highest political drama, it was Stanfield by 1,150 votes 
to 969 for Manitoba's Duff Roblin at the finish. 

And also finished was John Diefenbaker. 

Nine days before his 72nd birthday, the man who’ had 
led the Tories to the greatest Parliamentry strength in Ca- 
nattian history, was cut down. 

Hé went ‘down battling in an obviously hopeless struggle, 
and cold-bloodedly the voting machines counted him out. 

His total rejection was proof that the convention did not 
agree with his interpretation of the party's two-nation policy 
for Canada, and did not see it as the death blow for Canada 
that he did. 


Depended on Old Loyalties 


In the first ballot—and his hopes lay in strength in this 
one when he was depending on old loyalties—he mustered 
only 271 votes out of 2,233. 

The numbers showed that Diefenbaker, “The Chief’’ for 
ll years, had outlived his political usefulness, and politics 
can be cruel when this time comes. 

He withdrew after: the third ballot when his strength 
had dwindled to only 14 votes. : 

And although he came out in his farewell speech still: 
opposed to the two-nation policy, he also came out for party. 

He made a speech that helped close the rift that has 
badly hart the ‘Tories in the dying years of his regime. 

The Tories came out of the convention much better off 
than had been predicted. 


Man With Balance of Power 


And atthoagh he did not get the job he so badly wanted, 
B.C.’s Davie Fulton wound up the man with the balance of 
power. 

After the fourth ballot, Stanfield had 865 votes; Roblin 
771; Fulton, 357, and Alvin Hamilton was knocked out as 
low man with 167. ; 

But the word had got around the excited, perspiring 
crowds in the Gardens—at least those in the know—before the 
third ballot began, that- Fulton, if he had not made gains by 
the third or fourth, would pull out after the fourth and throw 
his support in favor of Stanfield. 

Many observers predicted early in last week's conven- 
tion -that. this was going to happen, although there were 
denials from. both sides of any deals. 

But that Was how it worked out. Fulton, tired and 
obviously disappointed, huddled with his advisers after the 
fourth ballot and themdeclared himself for Stanfield. 

And that was all the Maritimer needed for victory. 

Fulton's. strength in the™four ballots he participated in 
had held steady—343, 346, 361 and 357. 

He didn’t tell his followers to vote Stanfield and he didn’t 
have to. They got the message. 


Fulton Went Out With Dignity 


But Fulton.went out with dignity. He declined to.wear 
a Stanfield hat or button, or make an obvious show of his 
switch. 

The news, however, raced around the Gardens and the 
forest of Stanfield signs grew thicker in the seats. 

But Stanfield, and he did not have to underscore the 
strategy, walked over and shook Fulton’s hand and expressed 
appreciation of the gesture. 

It is. caleulated that about 150. Quebec delegates stuck 
with Fulton to the end and about two-thirds of them followed 
to Stanfield. 

The majority of the Quebecers favored the bilingual 
Roblin over the unilingual Stanfield, but the Maritimer prob- 
ably got at least_a quarter of their more than 500 votes. 

His big strength came from the Maritimes as his com- 
manding 519 votes in the first round indicated, but Stanfield 
now has good representation in the party in all parts of 
Canada. 

The other candidates were never in it. Wally McCutcheon, 
who got 137 votes in the -first.and 76 in the second, threw*in

Some of his followers in the mob scene around him 
started to sing his special song to the tune “This Land Is 
Your Land.” 

' There was a smaller crowd of reporters and cameramen 
around Roblin—it was_obvious that only the most dramatic 
upset would give him the-top post. ‘ 

At 10:43 p.m.—actual voting started at 3:22 p.m.—conven- 
tion co-chairman Eddie Goodman banged his gavel. 

The noisy-arena hushed. 

“The result of the fifth and final ballot and the new 
leader of the Progressive Conservative Party and the man 
who will lead you to vietory, ‘Robert Stanfield,” cried 
Goodman. : 

And it was bedlam. 


Lean Face Broke Out: in Smiles 


His craggy, lean face broke into smiles. 

He held up his hands for cameramen and the crowds. 

Bands blared, pipes skirled, people roared and from the 
roof of the Gardens floated down hundreds of balloons. 

The crowd popped them as they descended and the pops 
sounded salvo after salvo across the Gardens. 

Police cleared the way through the swarming crowds and 
led Stanfield and his party to the stage.

MILWAUKEE (AP )—Hun- 
dreds of residents of the vir- 
tually all-white South Sidé were 
scattered by repeated rounds of 
police tear gas Sunday night in 
a near riotous aftermath to a 
Negro march in support of 
open-desegregated housing. 

“Let's go to the North Side,” 
shouted South Side youths mill- 
ing along what they mistakenly 
believed would be the route of 
the Negra marchers, “North!

JN ONE OF THE MOST DRA- 
matic ‘episodes in nadian 
politi¢al” history, the Progressive

in the space of a few noisy, tragic ~ 


hours that his party—and his een- 
tury—had passed him by. Only 
after a shattering repudiation by 
more than 2,000 delegates could he 
force himself to use the phrase “my 
day and generation” in the past 
tense; only then. could he admit 
“my course has come to an end.” 

In the closing act of the long 
day the shaken but self-controlled 
Chief received louder and longer 
cheers than leader-elect Robert 
Stanfield. They were cheers of real 
affection, of deserved tribute, of 
possibly distutbed conscience—but 
of inexorable farewell, Historians— 
and perhaps psychologists — will 
ponder the ‘causes of the urge to 
political masochism that drove John 
Diefenbaker to undergo the public 
agony of offering himself for re- 
newal of a leadership which he must 
have known would be denied him, 
and the added ordeal of sitting 
through the successive ballot counts 
which showed that only a dwindling 
handful of delegates were willing. 
to give him votes. 

He may have felt that he went 
down fighting, but nobody really 
was fighting him. Already, as 
the voting began, he had in effect 
become an onlooker, a historic but 
former figure. Applause and tele- 
vision lights fell upon John Diefen- 
baker, but the leadership contest 


~was among his would-be successors, 


At the last he could contribute 
only a few routine remarks, almost 
routinely offered: thanks for loyalty — 
to him, a call for loyalty to his suc- 
cessor, a bitter-tinged reminder of 


“his past glory in almost single-hand- 


edly revivifying the Conservative 


Party;.and a sharp appeal not to) 


throw\gasoline on the fires of con- 
troversyaround the new leader as, 
by. implication, the flames around 
the old had. been fed. 

For Mr. Stanfield, despite his 
appeals for party unity and help, 
those.,fires may be uncomfortably 
hot. The final balloting between 


Mr. Roblin and himself was in part. 


a measure of the ~Diefenbaker- 
oriented strength, for Mr. Roblin 
had been the unofficial heir of the 
former chief’s support. A thorough 
reorganization may be in prospect. 
Mr. Stanfield is one of a number 
of men who have marched out of 
the Maritimes to become national 
figures, but as leader of the Party 
in a general election he will have 
much werk-before him. He is vir- 

unknown in the west, where 
much of the Conservative strength 
has lain, and he appears to have 
neither the color nor the warmth 
that Mr. Diefenbaker could project 
from a platform, 

The Party will miss the. Chief, 
and the Chief will miss the Party. 
But the unnecessary tragedy of his 
mode of departure should not be 
perpetuated. It is now up to Mr. 
Stanfield to win a seat in parliament 
as quickly as possible, and set about 
the job of restoring unity within 
the Party. 


The Deciding Vote 


Ak THE OPTIMISTIC READ- 
ings by commentators and 
statesmen of the possibility of an 
early peace in Vietnam must be set 
against the continued hard line es- 
poused by one of President John- 
son’s most influential advisors, Sec- 
retary of State Dean Rusk.

Problems of 
Occupation

HE man himself is short, dark, ele- 

gantly campact and somehow im- 
mediately vivid, so that his mere 
appearance to lunch in a quiet restau- 
rant is an event of 
sorts. The famous 
black patch, a hard- 
won trademark, 
naturally serves to 
underline the event, 
so that all turn to 
look. Yet™- no one 
could be further from 
the sort. of self- 
dramatizing public 
personage who 
makes a stagey 
entrance.. His. manner, rather, is so 
calmly unobtrusive, so amiably down-to- 
earth that there is no real glint. of the 
iror-hard resolution, the cool, formidable 


: intelligence, until he begins to talk on a 


subject he cares about. 

Such is Moshe Dayan, the present 
minister of defense and most probable 
next leader of beleaguered and trium- 
phant Israel. Not many people know it, 
as yet; but the fact is that the Old Lion, 
David Ben Gurion, actually opposed the 
decisions that led to the six day war. 
Thus Dayan, in some sense, has already 
inherited the leadership of the Old Lion’s 
followers. . 

At the. monent, however, Moshe 
Dayan’s main interest for the outside 
world lies in the simple fact that he is 
far nearer to having a clearly thought- 
out policy towards Israel's main problem 

\than anyone else one can discover here, 
‘Shat problem is quite different from all 
the Israeli problems that have been so 
exhaustively discussed by all and sundry 
since ‘the great- victory. It is, quite 
simply, the problem of remaining Israel 
with another million Arabs included 
within widened borders. 

The was put to General 
Dayan in exactly those terms. Those, it 
at once appeared, been the terms in 
which he had been about the 
problem himself. He at\once divided the 
problem into two parts: the Gaza Strip, 
on the Egyptian former-border, with its 
400,000 people, and the west hank of the 
Jordan, where Israel now rules over 
another 600,000/Arabs, plus or mihus, 


Main Problem 


“For now,” he said a shade grimly, 


“there is not much we can do about the ~ 


Gaza Strip, Those people have been 
there nearly twenty’ years, mostly living 
on UN relief. With money we can 
produce water, With water we can make 
land at el Arish, Some may want this 
land, Some may wish to go to former 
homes, which they are free to do, But 
! for now, the west bank is the main. part 
ot our problem.” 

He added, crisply, that the problem’s 
real essence was not the danger of Arab 
resistance on the west bank — a danger 
which he does not rate very highly. The 
real essence of the problem, rather, was 
to insure the right relationship betweerm 
the west’bank people and their Israeli 
occupiers. And it was on this subject that 
he was most lucid and most surprising. 

“Take Hamdi K’nan, the mayor of 
Nablus,” General Dayan began. “He 
doesn't like us — why should he? — but 
he is a good mayor. He came to me 
saying he must resign because he could 
not serve under an Israeli occupation. I 
told him that his resignation was 
something for the people of Nablus to 
worry about, that I could not stop him 
and that I would not replace him. If he 
and the Nablus people wanfed no public 
administration in Nablus, I said, that 
was entirely their choice, and I would 
not interfere with it. So he thought for a 
while and did not resign.” 


Occupation without administration is _ 


the best summary one can offer of the 
singular formula. that Dayan has 
adopted, All that Israel needs, he points 
out, is to insure that no enemy troops 
cross the Jordan; and for this purpose, 
Israel only requires the use of the main 
roads and a few strong points on the 
heights above the river. 


Not Interested 

“That much is easy enough to 
secure,” he remarked, again with a 
certain grimness. “‘So it is not a question 
of their co-operation with us. I tell the 
west banic leaders all the time, ‘We are 
not the British. Many things they cared 
about, we do not care about at all.” If 
they want to write protests or close their 
shops or schools, let them. I am not 
interested, But if they want fuel and 
teachers’ salaries and electricity and 
everything else they need, it is up to 
them to co-operate with us in the very 
small way we need.” 

His motto, near-passionately spoken, 
is simple though strange. ‘‘We must not 
interfere, become involved, issue 
permits, make regulations, name admin- 
istrators, become rulers. For if we do, 
it will be bad for us.” 

Did he then believe that this unique. 
system could work forever, he was 
asked. ‘‘No,”’ he replied crisply, it could 
not last more two to four years. But 
that, he added with just a shade less 
certainty, should be long enough to gain 
the grand objective “which, is peace.” 

“I do not care whether we make 
peace with King Hussein or with the 
Arab leaders of the west bank. Some of 
the west bank leaders are thinking about 
tnis already, Real peace will be a 
blessing to the west bank, for there are a 
thousand things Israel can do to make 
life better there. But whatever Israel 
does,-the west bank people, or King 
Hussein if he likes,: must manage their 
own, affairs. In this way, if we are brave 
and patient, I think we can get the peace 
we need, at least on the westebank where 
it matters most.”

. Marxism is a movement unparalleled in secular 
history, which, in 100 years, has turned the world 


upside down. 


Yet the general picture of Marx himself is vague 
and sketchy in the extreme, and his teaching in all its 
breadth has never been codified or concisely defined. 


During his own lifetime 
Marx quarreled incessantly 
with his fellow - revolution- 
avies: AH who were not 
wholly for him were against 
him: After: his death in 1883 
and: until the triumph df Lenin 
there was also incessant and 
virulent disagreement among 
the Social Democrats of 
Europe as to the true mean- 
ing and the proper application 
of the Master’s teaching. 

The Russian Marxists, a 
minority party among the 
Russian revolutionaries of 
every color, quarreled with 
the German Marxist and no 
less bitterly among them- 
selves. In 1903 they split 
irretrievably into~ Bolsheviks 
and Mensheviks. The Bol- 
shevicks conquered and Lenin 
incorporated Marxism into 
the peculiar Russian national 
tradition. 


It was thus Leninist-Marx- 
ism which held- the field, 
challenged only. ineffectively 
until the Chinese revolution of 
1948. Now China, also claim- 
ing Lenin as its. prophet, 
offers the Mao version of 
Marxism as the only true 
faith. Moscow is put on the 
defensive and the Soviet lead- 
ers. are accused of mortal sin, 


One, day, indeed, Marxism 
may be Anglicized; one day 
perhaps Americanized. For it 
seems highly likely that the 
appalting social convulsions 
presided over in the name of 
Marx by Lenin and- Mao 
Tse-tung will, one day, be 
seen as grand episodes in the 
history of secular religion 
which will, in some of its 
tenets, outlive all other politi- 
eal creeds of our day. 


Heroes Come and Go 


A rj 

The heroes of Marxism 
come” and go. The obscure, 
cantankerous figure ofthe 
founding father, fretting and 
fuming” fway his life in the 
wretchedness of exile - in 
Paris, in Brussels, above all 
in London, remains. He was 
the father of revolution, and 
thus of our revolutionary age; 
‘but, paradoxically, some of 
the essentials of his doctrine 
have deeply influenced the 
very societies he sought to 
overthrow. We are, in many 
important respects, all Marx- 
ists now, 

“Capital,’’ a life work, the 
first volume of which was 
published only 16 years before 
Marx died, has been called 
the bible of the working-class; 
but the workers, with rare 


exceptions,, have never read , 


their bible. They would not be 
much wiser about Marxism as 
such if they had — though far 
better instructed albout eco- 
nomics. 

The full canon of Marxist 
teaching is not contained in 
“Capital” it is not contained 
in any single’ book. It is 
scattered through the writings 


‘ 


Marx, less of a scientist 
than Darwin, was himself 
seized with a. vision of the 


perfectibility of man and dug 
deeply and widely into history 
and economics to discover the 
jaws which must govern this 
advance to perfectability. He 
could argue like a rabbi, This 


is not surprising, since he 
came of a long double line of 
rabbis, German on _ his 


father's, Dutch on...his- 


mother's side. 


The thing to grasp about him 
fs that» he was~hot first an 


economist, not first a his- 
torian, -not first a social 
scientist, not first even a 


theoretician. He was all these. 


But first and foremost he was 


an apocalyptic visionary. 


He did. not seek the truth. 
He knew it:jt was revealed to 
him, to him alone. He toited 
among books, he debated, he 
split hairs, -he quarreled, he 
suffered — not-to- uncover the 
truth and follow where it led, 
but to find the means to 
support. his revealed truth 
with rational theory and his- 
torical fact. 


His truth was that mankind, 
fn the rough stuggle for 
economie survival, had ‘be- 
come degraded and alienated 
from its true nature, and.that 


Profound 


But so immense was his 
erudition, so vigorous his 
debating power, so virile and 
penetrating his mind, that he 
eame to be thought of not as 
an extraordinary mixture of 
dreamer and impatient man 
of action (which he was) but 
as_rational philosopher (which 
he wasn't), Hence profound 
confusion. 

Others before Marx, of 
course, had been stirred by 
the dream of universal social 
justice and saw the supreme 
evil in. private property and 
the accumulation of wealth by 
the few. 4

of a jifetime, - never neatly 
packaged, never defined and 
pulled together. 

In this sense it is a muddle; 
but in this protean muddle is 
the strength of the myth. For 
Marxism is all things to all 
men — an odd condition for 
the fruit of one of the most 
dogmatic minds in history. 

It is full of cofitradictions, 
so that each may find in it 
what he needs — as, indeed, 
is the bible itself. It invokes 
scientific method loudly. and 
incessantly; yet Marx was 
certainly no scientist. 

The 19th century was not a 
rational epoch: It was, indeed, 
an age of anti-reason, It was 


an age of boundless and 
unfounded optimism, of a 
belief in inevitable human 


progress. Marx was to social. 


science in some ways what 
Darwin was to biology. 
Darwin did not say that his 
theory of evolution implied 
progress towards Utopia; but 
he provided some scientific 
and theoretical basis for those 
who wanted to ‘believe in the 
development of the human 
animal into a terrestial angel. 


Vision of Perfectability 


only when this struggle should 
cease would humanity find 
itself again, 

The struggle would not 
cease until there were no 
more class divisions, no more 
situations in which efe section 
of the ‘community exploited 
others. Andthe only way- to 
do away with class divisions 
was-to fight the age-old class 
war through to a finish, until 
the masses of the oppressed 
would come into their own 
and sweep away in violence 
the last exploiting class. 

This ultimate ‘ exploiting 
class was the product of what 
appeared to Marx to be the 
final industrial revolution (he 
thought in terms of steam, not 
oil or nuclear energy). Its 
defeat would inaugurate~ an 
infinite era of classless har- 
mony and concord. On_ this 
day, man, at last, would be 
himself: history would begin; 
all that went before would 
belong to pre-history. 

Either one believes in this 
sort of dream, or one does 
not. It.is a substitute religion 
for those who cannot live 
without a faith. There is no 
doubt that this bearded Ger- 
man savant of genius, Marx, 
was himself possessed by this 
dream: everything else. was 
secondary, 


Confusion

Here is the “thesis, an- 
tithesis, synthesis’ of the 
Marxists, with God left out 
and mankind striving ever 
upwards and forwards. But 
instead«-of Hegel's Idea (a 
concept wooHy in the ex- 
treme) as the.dynamo-of. the 
system, Marx substituted as 
its driving force | economic 
necessity. 

Those who, at any given 
period, controlled the means 
of production called the tune. 
The legal, political, cultural 
and religious systems of that 
period were ali part of the 
apparatus whereby the ruling 
class sought to protect and 
preserve its ascendancy. But 


the rulers themselves were 
possessed by the system they 
had developed in their own 
interest ; 

“The method of production 
in material. life determines 
the general character of the 
social, political and spiritual 
processes of life. It is not the 
consciousness of men_ that 
determines their being, but, 
on the contrary, their social 
being which determines their 

New technical discoveries 
are made, the . methods of 
production improve; new de- 
mands are created; but then 
the old rubing-class, en- 
trenched in habits and its-own 
taboos, is unable to respond to 
change. 


Synthesis Is Progress 


By its very ‘success, it- has 
created mew problems which 
it is unable to ‘solve: it is 
defeated by its opposite, its 
negation—& new class arising 
in social upheaval to super- 
sede—if." The resultant new 
regime is the synthesis. This 
is progress. 


The ruling ‘Talons of 19th 
eentury capitalists Marx 
called the bourgeois. They had 
been brought into being as the 
entrepreneurs. of the Indus- 
trial Revolution. In the pro- 
cess.they destroyed the power 
of the landed gentry. 

But the capitalist bourgeois 
were themselves edlhing into 
being a vast claSs of workers, 
@ proletariat, the fruits. of 
whose 444i] they diverted to 
their” own use, amd who, 
dtiven to desperation by the 
misery of their lot, would, in 
their turn, rise to destroy the 
capitalists and wrest from 
them the means of production. 
The poet Shelley expressed 
this idea before Marx. 

Marx then set out to 
demonstrate, with a mass of 
detail, the then conditions of 
the workers, and to prove his 
thesis. In so doing, he threw 
off, almost as ‘by-products, 
many concepts which have 
passed into our. own con- 
temporary thought and under- 


Held in 


Marx held these men in 
great respect, although min- 
jons of a capitalist govern- 
ment. Perhaps it was ~he, 
more than any other man 
except Lord Ashley, later the 
Earl of Shaftesbury, who 
understood and profited most 
from these compilations. 

“Capital” itself, the whole 
of it written in London, was a 
monument to the labor of 
these obscure and incorrupt- 
ible Victorian officials. 

But Marx, unlike Lord 
Shaftesbury, set no store by 
parliamentary action, or the 
principle of gradual ameliora- 


tion—although it was, in fact, 


standing—e.g., the theory of 
surplus value, 

‘Everyone knew that. work- 
ers» were exploited. Marx 
supplied an explanation of the 


«system .whereby miliowners 
and steel-masters flourished 


while their workers shivered 
and sometimes starved’ He 
gave them more: Mie gave 


“therm ‘a slogan and. a war-cry. 


The war-éry to him: was 
most real. His ambition, 
which ‘first showed in his 
dream of being a great poet, 
Was boundless, The millen- 


nium was at hand, and he, 


Karl Marx, was to preside 
over its birth-pangs. So, while 
by day he read and brooded, 
by night he planmed and 
conspired. 

The. capitalist system was 
ripe for downfall. His ideal 
istic young friend and dis- 
ciple; Friedrich Engels, work- 
ing in his father’s businéss in 
Manchester and _ enthusiasti- 
cally riding to hounds, pri- 
vately was plotting against 
the system which gave him 
bis wealth. 

He supplied Marx with the 
evidence be needed, with first- 
hand stories of the degrada-- 
tion of the Manchester poor. 
It was the heyday of Victorian 
factory inspectors, whose rev- 
elations

That book has been read 
and re-read. And to thousands 
of girls (perhaps T should say 
millions) it has been a symbol 
of much_that is exciting, 
imaginative and daring. 

Reason for this is the fact 
that the book is so written 
that it hasn't become dated. It 
isn't a period piece. It could 
have been conceived yester- 
day or even today.

Readers grow up and un- 
hesitatingly pass it on to their 
children. Mothers read it 
again. Fathers read it, too. 


Why? Because those who 
read realize (to use the 
author’s own words) ‘“‘that 
youth is not a vanished thing 
but something that dwells 
forever in the heart.” 

All Lucy. Maud Mont- 
gomery’s writings, perhaps 
with the exception of her 


poetry, were for girls. There 
were books on Emily, on Pat 
and on Jane. And there were 
other Anne novels: 

These were printed in 36 
languages and they carried 
the story of Prince Edward 
Island, its countryside, people 
and their customs; into mil- 
lions of homes around the 
world.

It’s a safe bet that in her 
stories Lucy Maud wrote in 
veiled words of her own 
girlhood. and of those who 
peopled her own community. 
The places she describes were 
known ‘to her when she was 
growing up on ‘‘Abegweit,”’ 
the Indian name she loved to 
use for ‘the island.” : 

When I was down there 


several years ago I visited! 


Cavendish County where the 
author lived ‘(until she was 
married and moved to On- 
tario) and where the people of 
Prince. Edward Island now 
maintain. a museum in her 
memory. 

The museum is housed in a 
typical family home, white 
with green trim, named Green 
Gables.

Situated on a hillside and 
now almost surrounded by a 
golf course, this place was 
once owned by Lucy Maud’s 
friend, Mrs. Ernest Webb, and 
still earlier by her MacNeill 
relatives: 

As a child and as a young 
woman she spent much time 
there and its rooms and its 
everyday living no doubt 
contributed to the author's 
story of Anne. and her world. 
_I saw the East Gable 
bedroom (Anne’s room) with 
its windows looking out to- 


ward Lover’s Lane, where she 


walked with old Matthew 
from the house to the back 
pasture to get the cows. 
Nearby was The Lake of 
Shining Waters, the Dryad's 
Bubble and The Haunted 
Wood. 

Over at ‘Clifton Corners, | 


New London, I found the two- 
storey clapboard house where 
the author was born on St. 
Andrew's Day, Nov. 30, 1874, 

Those who had lived long in 
the district told me that 
Avonlea (in another Anne 
book)’ is really Cavendish ‘‘to 
a certain extent”; White 
Sands is “vaguely” the little 
settlement of.

From all this and from the 
author's own creative thinking 
the immortal Anne was born. 
The girl ‘whose spirit was so 
often far away in some 
remote, airy cloudland, borne 
aloft on the wings of imagina- 
tion.” : 

At Green Gables in-Caven- 
dish County, the Historic Sites 
and Monument Board of Can- 
ada has erected a monument 
to Lucy Maud Montgomery's 
memory. 

Her _ greatest memorial, 
however, will always be the 
lasting quality and the ageless 
appeal of Anne.

“Yours could be the very 
first house he has ever built 
or in fact the very first 
anything. This type of general 
contractor will invariably sub- 
contract all the labor involved 
in your house, 

“About his only considera- 
tion regarding sub-contractors 
is that their price be low and 
their work gets “past-- the 
various inspectors.” | 


Qualified tradesmen have 
been “‘forced out of the field, 
leaving it mainly to handymen 
or people not sufficiently 
skilled. to hold down an hourly- 
paid job.” 

The saving, “if any,” In 
labor costs was not passed on 
to the customer ‘“‘but goes into 
the pocket of the so-called gen- 
eral contractor.”” 

Mr. Sawyer said “without 
taking a thing away from the 
building inspectors” there 
were too few of them to 
adequately inspect all of the 
building in their areas and 
there were “‘virtually no regu- 
lations as to the quality of 
workrhanship.”

Nova Scotia MP Offers Seat 
For Stanfield in Commons 


Maritimes 
Rolling Out 
Red Carpet

, TORONTO — Robert Stanfield goes home to 
Halifax teday and the roaring welcome given a 
conquering hero. ; 

The red carpet is being rolled out for the man 
from the Maritimes who captured the Conservative 
Party crown. 

He came out of relative political obscurity as the 55- 
year-old premier of an Atlantic province to lead the field 
in all five ballots Saturday at Maple Leaf Gardens. 

After seven hot, action-packed, spine-tingling hours of 
the highest political drania, it was Stanfield by 1,150 votes 
te 969 for Manitoba's Duff Roblin at the finish. 

And also finished was John Diefenbaker. 

Nine days before his 72nd birthday, the man who had 
led the Tories to the greatest Parliamentry strength in Ca- 
nadian history, was cut down. 

He went down battling in an obviously hopeless struggle, 
and cold-bloodedly the voting machines counted him out. 

His total rejection was proof that the convention did not 
agree with his interpretation of the party’s two-nation policy 
for Canada, and did not see it as the death blow for Canada 
that he did. 


Depended on Old Loyalties 


In the first ballot—and his hopes lay in strength in this 
one when he was depending on old loyalties—he mustered 
only 271 votes out of 2,233. 

The numbers showed that Diefenbaker, ‘'The Chief" for 
If years, had outlived his political usefulness, and politics 
can be cruel when this time comes. 

He withdrew after the third ballot when his strength 
had dwindled to only 14 votes. 

And although he came out in his farewell speech still 
opposed to the two-nation policy, he also came out for party. 

He made a speech that helped close the rift that has 
“badly hurt the Tories in the dying years of his regime. 

"The Tories came out of the convention much better off 
than had been predicted:

But Fulton went.out with dignity. He declined to wear 
a Stanfield hat or button, of make an obvious show of his 
switch. : : 

The news, however, raced around the Gardens and the 
forest of Stanfield signs grew thicker in the seats. 

But Stanfield, and he did. not have to underscore the 
strategy, walked over and shook Fulton's hand and expressed 
appreciation of the gesture. 

It is calculated that about 150 Quebec delegates stuck 
with Fulton to the end and about two-thirds of them followed 
to Stanfield. 

The majority of the Quebecers: fayored the. bilingual 
Roblin ‘over the unilingual Stanfield, but-the Maritimer prob- 
ably-got.atleast-a-quarter of their more than 500 votes. 

His big strength came from the Maritimes as his com- 
manding 519 votes in the first round indicated, but Stanfield 
now has. good representation in the party in all parts of 
Canada. 

The other candidates were never in it. Wally McCutcheon, 
who got 137 votes in the first and 76. in the second, threw in

Red Carpet

TORONTO — Robert Stanfield goes home to 
Halifax today and the roaring welcome given 
conquering hero. . 


The red carpet is being rolled out for the man 
from the Maritimes who captured the Conservative 
Party crown. 

He came out of relative political obscurity as the 53- 
year-old premier of an Atlantic province~toJead the field 
in all five ballots Saturday at Maple Leaf Gardens. 

After seven hot, action-packed, spine-tingling hours. of 
the highest political drama, it-was Stanfield by 1,150 votes 
to 969 for Manitoba’s Duff Roblin at the finish. 

And also finished was John Diefenbaker. 


Nine days before his 72nd birthday, the man who had 
led the Tories to the greatest Parliamentry strength in Ca- 
nadian history, was cut down. 

He went down battling in an obviously hopeless struggle, 
and cold-bloodedly the voting machines cotinfed him out. 

His total rejection was proof that the convention did not 
agree.with his interpretation of the party's two-nation policy 
for Canada, and did not see it as the death blow for Canada 
that he did. 


Depended on Old Loyalties 


_In the first ballot—and his hopes lay in strength in this 
one when he was depending on old loyalties—he mustered 
only 271 votes out of 2,233. 

The numbers showed that Diefenbaker, ‘The Chief” for 
il years, had outlived his political usefulness, and politics 
eany be cruel when this time comes. : 
He withdrew after the third ballot when his strength 

died to only 114 votes. 

although he came out in his farewell Speech still 

opposed to the two-nation policy, he also came out for party. 

He made a speech that helped close the rift that has 
badifhurt the Tories in the dying years of his regime. 

The Tories came out of the convention much better off 
than had been predicted. 


Man With Balance of Power 


And although he did not get the job he so badly wanted, 
B.C.'s Davie Fulton wound up the man with the balance of 
power. 

After the fourth ballot, Stanfield had 865 votes; Roblin 
771; Fulton, 357, and Alvin Hamilton was- knocked out as 
low man with 167. \ 

But the word had got around the excited, perspiring 
crowds in the Gardens—at least those in the know—before the 
third ballot began, that Fulton, if he had not made gains by 
the third or fourth, would pull out after the fourth and throw 
his support in favor of Stanfield. 

Many observers predicted early in last week's conven- 
tion that this was going to happen, although there were 
denials from both sides of any deals. 

But that was how it worked out. Fulton, tired and 
obviously disappointed, huddled with his advisers after the 
fourth ballot and then declared himself for Stanfield 

And that was all the Maritimer needed for victory. 

Fulton's strength in the four ballots he participated in 
had held steady—343, 346, 361-and 357. 

He didn't tell his followers to vote Stanfield and he didn't 
have to. They got the message. 


Fulton Went Out With Dignity 


But Fulton went out with dignity. He declined to wear 
a Stanfield hat or button, or make an obvious show of his 
switch, i 

The news, however, raced around the Gardens and the 
forest of Stanfield signs grew thicker in the seats. 

But Stanfield, and he didnot have to. underscore the 
strategy, walked over and shook Fulton's; hand -and-expressed 
appreciation of the gesture. 

It is calculated that about 150 Quebec delegates stuck 
with Fulton to the end and about two-thirds of them followed 
to Stanfield. 

The majority of the Quebecers favored the bilingual 
Roblin over the unilingual Stanfield, but the Maritimer prob- 
ably got at léeast_a quarter their-miorethan-30-votes- 

His big strength came from the Maritimes as his com- 
manding 519 ‘votes in the first round indicated, but Stanfield 
now has good representation in the party in all parts of 
Canada. 

The other candidates were never in it. Wally McCutcheon, 
who got 137 votes in the first and 76 in the second, threw in
